The rule is 
not, „Let all mankind be perpetually equal. God and nature 
have forbidden it. But, . Let all mankind ftart fair in the race 
of life.” The inequality derived from labour and ſucceſsful enter- 
prize, the reſult of ſuperior induſtry and good fortune, is an 
inequality eſſential to the very. exiſtence of Society; and it naturally 
follows, that the property ſo acquired, ſhould paſs from father 
to ſon. Fo render property inſecure would deſtroy all motives to 
exertion, and tear up. public happineſs by the roots. Such are- 
the truths acknowledged and avowed by the Reformers of the: 
preſent day, and where, but in the wild workings of a diſordered. 
unagination, do their enemies find the dangerous doctrines with. 
which they daily alarm the public. Are they acknowledged by 
the Government of America? Are they to be diſcovered in the: 
Code of the French Nation? Have they been avowed by any 
CONSTITUTIONAL SOCIETY in this kingdom? Or are there 
any traces of ſuch doctrines in the woRKs OF ANY MODERN: 
REFORMER ? Again, are the reformers of the preſent day leſs.
